THE SOUTH ACTS IN UNISON 

There is gratifying encouragement in the 
concerted action of the southern states to seek 
a reduction of lower interstate rates on freight 
shipments by rail out ot the south. Responding 
to the suggestion made by Governor Rivers, a 
conference of all southern leaders interested 
will be held in Washington on April 27 for 
the purpose of inducing the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to set early dates for hear- 
ings on the entire question of class and com- 
modity freight rates of the southern territory. 

Governors of seven states have already sig- 
nified their intention to be present at this 
conference. In addition, there will be the util- 
ities commissions of the different states of the 
south, the delegations in congress from this 
section, freight bureaus of the larger cities 
of the south and other official and private in- 
terests. 

The south includes in her area one-third of 
the mineral resources of the United States, 
more than one-third of the agricultural wealth 
and by far the greatest potentiality for future 
riches to be found in any section of the country 
today. 

Backed by such resources, southern produc- 
ers and industrialists should be able to com- 
pete on equal footing, in every way, with their 
competitors in other sections. They are now 
laboring under an unjust handicap in that rail- 
road freight rates levy a much greater toll 
upon the southern shipper for transporting his 
goods equal or shorter distances to market than 
they do upon the shipper in the north and 
east. 

This handicap must be removed. 

Governor Rivers rightfully states that the 
south seeks no favors in the matter of freight 
rates. All that is asked is an equal opportu- 
nity to place her products in the markets of 
the world and nation without transportation 
discrimination. 

With all the southern states, through all 
branches of interest, both official and private, 
working together in harmony, an end to an 
intolerable and unjustifiable situation can be 
achieved. 


UNIVERSITY HOMES 


The advance of civilization is measured by 
the advantages enjoyed by the least privileged 
among its peoples. Progress in the upper strata 
of society is necessary, as pioneering in con- 
veniences later to be enjoyed by all, as setting 
standards which the honest economist endeav- 
ors ultimately to make the living conditions of 
all, but the historfan of the future will measure 
our social success by the surroundings of the 
poorest of our citizens. 

Opening of the University Homes*for Ne- 
groes becomes, therefore, a matter of vital im- 
portance to all of us. It means a great step 
forward in the march toward eventual elimina- 
tion of all undesirable, insanitary and un- 
healthful living conditions. 

More directly the provision of good housing 
for the lower income groups of our people, 
whether they be white or colored, affects the 
well-being of every citizen in that it makes 
possible the removal of areas of habitations so 
lacking in decencies of life they become breed- 
ing grounds for disease, for crime and for the 
degeneration of the entire population. 

No matter how comfortable the living cir- 
cumstances of one group of the population may 
be, they never know complete safety while, 
within easy range of their doors, there is an- 
other population group living under conditions 
conducive to ill health, infectious disease and 
undesirable moral life. 

The opening of the government-financed 
University homes for 675 negro families elim- 
inates a like number of homes that were not 
conducive to good living for these people. It 
not only sets an example which should result 
in wiping out many other improper places 
where humans live in Atlanta today, but it ad- 
vances the status of this city, in the march of 
progress, a worth-while step toward the ulti- 
mate ideal. 


FAITH BETWEEN NATIONS 


President Roosevelt, speaking before the 
board of governors of the Pan-American Union 
on Wednesday, pledged the good faith of the 
United States in her foreign policies and cited 
an unblemished record of promises fulfilled 
since the beginning of his administration four 
years ago. 

No more striking evidence of the mutual 
trust and confidence felt between the nations 
of tne two Americas could be advanced. This 
year’s record of fulfillea promises and friendly 
relations furnishes a striking object lesson in 
the opposing schools of diplomatic exchange, 
tat of the Old World and that of the New. 

It is chiefly as a result of this mutual con- 
fidence and frankness of contact that war or 
rumors of war are today entirely lacking on 
either of the American continents. Each nation 
of the New World, be it a nation of North 
America or of the Latin-America group, has 
learned that its co-American nationals are to 
be trusted and knows, therefore, that diplo- 
matic exchanges can be truly above board and 
in the broad light of international day. 

President Roosevelt, in his frank talk to the 
governors of the Pan-American Union, adds 
new force to this atmosphere of mutual trust 
and contributes materially to the growing feel- 
ing of unity in interest which is binding the 
Americas closer and closer together.

boom, thanks in part to the talk 

of inflation, so here, for your in- 

formation, is the story of the man 

who was the greatest promoter 

and the most spectacular victim 
of the last one. 

Between 1920 and 1925, George 
E. Merrick sold $150,000,000 worth 
of real estate in the development 
known as Coral Gables. A cou- 
ple of years ago he was broke so 
flat that when he inherited a lit- 
tle patch of land down on the 
keys he cleared it by hand, built 
a few shacks and ran a fishing 
camp for tourists. Barefoot and 
in canvas pants, he toted baggage 
for lack of a few dollars to hire 
a porter and did all the chores 
himself while his wife, who had 
given up her home and her jew- 
els, did the cooking and cleaning. 


Mr. Merrick is now back in 
action with a new real estate 
firm, but he says it is his hope 
to keep things under control this 
time. 


He claims to be an idealist, not 
an exploiter, with a preference for 
the sort of settlers who will take 
a stake in the community and set- 
tle down to work, produce and de- 
velop the state. The other kind 
come down merely for a good 
time and establish residence for 
no other reason but to dodge va- 
rious taxes which are levied on 
big incomes and fortunes in their 
home communities. 


Well, so much for that. 


G. E. Merrick Mr. Merrick led 


: f with a tract 
Erects City 47160 acres 


which his father 
bought for $1,000 in 1898 and 
reached out, acquiring more land 
at pyramiding prices, until it 
looked as though he was trying to 
start not merely a new town but 
a new country. He built a city 
of a thousand homes, a hospital, 
a city hall, a power plant, seven 
hcetels. and a street car line with 
40 miles of track. He paved 
streets and laid sidewalks and 
mains and planted decorative 
light poles along miles of wind- 
ing avenues and dug a canal, to 
provide a waterway for yachts 
from the sea to the inland Miami- 
Piltmore hotel. The hotel cost, 
with its two golf layouts, its 
swimming pool and all, a little 
over $7,000.000. He also built a 
stucco cloister known as° Miami 
University to provide ready-made 
culture for his tailor-made town, 
and this institution, after years of 
struggle against many handicaps. 
including the derisive name of 
cardboard college, now has 1,200 
students, most of them from else- 
where. 

Many Americans will remem- 
ber, some of them with acute pain 
in the region where their bank 
rolls used to be, the amazing ad- 
vertising and sales campaign of 
the Merrick promotici at Coral 
Gables. It was a big, complicated 
company by this time with Wall 
Street involvements, and Mr. 
Merrick’s grasp of the show was 
very infirm. He hired old Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan for two 
years at $50,000 a year to bally- 
hoo the property to nibblers at 
public meetings held in the Vene- 
tian pool, a pretty civic swimming 
m0 which is still in operation to- 

ay. 


Had Office Mr. Merrick had of- 
fices scattered 
around a. territory 
bounded by New 
Orleans, St. Louis and Chicago on 
the west and New York on the 
north, with 3.000 salesmen and a 
fleet of 86 road-hog omnibuses 
carrying 35 passengers each, to 
roll the prospects down the line 
free if the salesman certified them 
as live ones. Old Bryan found 
himself speiling his Florida lec- 
ture to about 200 new live gnes 
every day at the Venetian pool, 
but it can’t be alleged that he did 
them dirt because who knows but 
that he believed. his own stuff? 
He was a money-lover, to be sure, 
and along toward the end of the 
boom Mr. Merrick had to lay the 
cash on the line before Mr. Bryan 
would chirp a single note of his 
tarnished silver tongue. But he 
could have believed what he said 
because, after all, most of it con- 
cerned the sunshine and the fer- 
tility of the soil, which nobody 
can deny. Rex Beach got $20,- 
000 for a small book about Mer- 
rick and Coral Gables and this, 
too, was ballyhoo, but reading its 
painted pages today no man can 
disagree with his descriptive stuff 
or his facts. 

Coral Gables spent more than 
$3.000,000 for advertising in about 
four years and they were power- 
ful ads, for they pulled business 
until land was changing hands on 
nominal options with so little 
money down that the thing be- 
came fantastic. Merrick was pay- 
ing 30 per cent for money at the’ 
end and the building of homes 
had ceased in favor of sheer gam- 
bling in lots. 

Merrick could have cleared out 
for $15,000,000 in 1925, but he 
hung around until he learned how 
it felt to be a man without a dol- 
lar—not a dollar to his name—in 
a community where once he had 
ruled the earth. Mr. Beach’s book 
on George Merrick was fine so 
far as it went, but ‘t closed just 
a few months too soon for its

Beauty in an Ugly Place. 


NEW ORLEANS—Here in New 
Orleans really begins another 
America, But only in so far as the 
outer physical aspects are concern- 
ed. The general mentality is the 
same as in any mid-western city. 
Foreign influences coming from 
Latin-America are far less arti -u- 
late than one might suppose. I 
dare say this city harbors more 
than one colony of political exiles 
from Cuba or Nicaragua or some 
South American republic, just 
as Paris shelters tens of thou- 


sands of anti-Fascist Italians, anti- | 


Bolshevik Russians, non-conform- 
ist Portugese, Macedonian irrecon- 
cilables, and refugees from Hitler- 
Germany. But whereas in Paris 
these groups make some impres- 
sion on the general life through 
their partisan newspapers and 
their cultural institutions, here in 
New Orleans the gaze of the ex- 
iles is solely directed toward their 
homeland and they dream and 
scheme for the day when they 
shall be able to pull up stakes. 


The old French atmosphere is 
waning fast. The French still 
spoken here and there is incom- 
prehensible. There are no French 
newspapers left and a local priest 
informed me that no sermons are 
now preached anywhere in that 
language in this vast state. Mont- 
real and the province of Quebec 
in Canada are now the only re- 
maining centers of French culture 
on the American continent. Not 
a very puissant center, I know, and 
one that is also in the grip of dis- 
integration, but at least over in 
Quebec you feel yourself in a 
French world. I did not feel that 
way in New Orleans. Naturally, 
the old habitations with their end- 
less balconies and their finely- 
wrought iron grill-work enchanted 
me, but the French quarter here 
only lives as a curiosity. It is 
dead. It is on the way to disap- 
pearance. An island of French- 
dom in the midst of an immense 
ocean of Anglo-Saxonism, it was 
bound to go by the board. Only 
a steady influx of French immi- 
grants and a close connection with 
French thought and culture could 
have saved it from _ extinction. 
That condition was lacking. 


To my way of thinking the soon- 
er that old quarter here in New 
Orleans is wiped out the better. I 
am all for picturesque landscapes, 
romantic nooks and corners and 
interesting sights, but this place is 
so obviously a breeding-ground 
of disease and sordiness and crime 
and poor frustrated lives that one 
feels somehow that it does not be- 
long in America. In other words, 
that far-famed French quarter of 
New Orleans is nothing but a 
glorified filthy slum. Visitors 
flock to see it, dine in one of the 
renowned old restaurants, buy a 
curio which is a memento from 
the past, all very pleasant and 
entertaining, but little thought is 
given to the huge mass of human 
beings who live in that environ- 
ment. And human beings are 
more precious than queer sights 
and esthetic thrills. 


Yes, there are still far too many 
slums not only in New Orleans 
but in America in general. If I 
were to say that ours is a land 
of slums and palaces, I would no 
doubt be generalizing overmuch 
and many would take issue with

IN POWER RATES 


Will Hold New Inquiry Into 
Cost of Electricity to 
Commercial Users. 


The Georgia Public Service 
Commission yesterday moved to 
bring about a reduction in com- 
mercial power rates over the state. 
The commission cited the Georgia 
Power Company and the Georgia 
Power & Light Co., the latter op- 
erating in Waycross, Valdosta and 
other south Georgia centers, to 
show cause why their commercial 
rates should not be reduced. 

The investigation by the com- 
mission will be started on May 18. 

The commercial rate is one used 
by business concerns not engaged 
in manufacturing. The commission 
also will go into the residential 
rate of customers of the Georgia 
Light & Power Co. but residential 
consumers of the Georgia Power 
Company are not affected by the 
order. 

Chairman Jud P. Wilhoit, of the 
Public Service Commission, said 
commercial customers of the Geor- 
gia Power Company paid more 
than $6,000,000 for service in 1936. 
The present commercial rate 
schedule ranges from 6 1-2 cents 
per kilowatt for 25 kilowatts or 
less to 2 cents per kilowatt for 
2,000 kilowatts or more. 

The Georgia Power Company 
also has in operation an “induce- 
ment” rate which materially low- 
ers the cost to the consumer. It is 
similar to the inducement rate of- 


fered residential consumers and is | 


available to those concerns which 
use more power this year than 
they did last year.

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NEUTRALITY PERILS 
QUTLINED BY BRITON 


Frank Darvall,.in Athens, 
Warns of Difficulties 
in Fixing Policy. 


ATHENS, Ga., April 15.—(>)— 
Frank Darvall, head of the eco- 
nomics department of Queen: Col- 
lege in London, England, told the 


Institute of Public Affairs here to- 
day any provisions the British 
commonwealth \and the United 
States “could make for neutrality 
would prove inadequate.” 

Darvall declared “undoubtedly 
neutrality is the most difficult of 
all policies a great nation could 
take in the time of a major war.” 

He named the United States and 
Great Britain as the only great 
powers interested in adoption of 
neutrality policies, but cautioned 
this country “io pay more atten- 
tion to her history” before setting 
out on any neutrality course. 

The English visitor pointed out 
the failure of guaranteed neutrali- 
ty before the war of 1812, and oth- 
er similar attempts. 

Should the United States decide 
to follow a neutrality course, he 
said, “you should satisfy your- 
selves you have no strategic or vi- 
tal economic interests in any war 
now probable,” and choose one or 
all of three courses: 

“Be so strong nobody would 
dare interfere with you; announce 
there will be no reaction to any 
provocation; and prevent Ameri- 
cans fror traveling, trading or 
investing abroad.” 

Relating his impressions of 
America’s entrance into the World 
War, he said while “propaganda 
and machinations of bankers and 
munitions makers” were powerful 
propellants, the more decisiv. rea- 
sons for entering the war were 
emotional sympathies for Belgium 
and defense of “rights which you 
held sacred.”

The fact that a defensive over- 
call is based on the Rule of Two 
and .Three makes it easy for the 
responding hand to raise. He sim- 
ply counts his supporting winners, 
deducts two tricks if vulnerable, 
three tricks if not vulnerable, 
and raises once for each trick in 
excess of these figures.

NAZIS ATTACK U. 5. 


THROUGH MOVIES 


Newsreels of Sit-Downs Con- 
trasted With ‘Serenity’ 
of German Workers. 


BERLIN, April 15.—(4)—Ber- 
lin movie houses today featured 
newsreel portrayals of American 
labor strikes with commentators 
to point out the “serenity” of 
workers under the Nazi regime. 


The lynching of two negroes in 
Mississippi and the showing of a 
motion picture in a New York 
church to raise funds for German 
refugees also provided material for 
Nazi comparison with democratic 
governments. 

Phe newsreel commentator at 
various German theaters observes 
invariably that strikes are making 
heavy inroads in national wealth 
in America, but that German con- 
ditions under the Nazi regime are 
such that peace and serenity and 
security for both worker and em- 
ployer prevail. 

The entire German press gave 
much space to the negro lynch- 
ings by a Duck Hill, Miss., mob in 
retaliation for the slaying of a 
country merchant. 

“An outcry of disgust has swept 
the American public,” one news- 
paper proclaimed, “certain circles 
of which usually try to incite feel- 
ing against Nazi Germany and its 
racial laws, which are enforced in 
a humane manner.” 

American friendliness to Jews 
also stirred editorial writers to 
comment on the film shown in 
the Riverside Memorial church in 
New York as part of a $400,000 
campaign for relief of Christian 
German refugees. 

Unchristian Methods. 

“This film reveals with terrible 
clearness the unchristian methods 
with which a new anti-German 
drive 
American churches by a small un- 
American clique whose aim is to 
misuse American religious senti- 
ments for nefarious ends.” 

“Anti-German lying film! Jew- 
ish emigrants stirring up hatred 
before the altar!” were headings 
above the editorials. 

All these manifestations of anti- 
American feeling appeared to for- 
eign observers to furnish back- 
ground for attacks on the demo- 
cratic system of government in 
general. 

Since the United States, Britain 
and France joined in a democratic 
monetary bloc last fall, editorials 
have been devoted increasingly to 
the thesis that democracies are 
failures. 

America . . . Unconvincing. 

Latest illustration of such theo- 
rizing is in the National-Zeitung 
Essen, whose observations were 
captioned: “Democracy and pop- 
ular weal—America’s recipes for

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Southern Association Steeped in History 


GRADY HEADED 
ORGANIZATION 


The Constitution Has 
Played Important Part 
Since the Beginning. 


By RALPH McGILL. 

With the Southern association 
all ready to start out on the 1937 
race this afternoon, a little history 
might not be out of order. 

The league was organized in 
1885 with Henry Grady, editor of 
The Constitution, as president. It 


was organized in the offices of | 


The Atlanta Constitution. And 
since that time The Constitution 
has been the baseball paper for 
the city. 

Henry Grady, despite his du- 
ties which involved national prob- 
lems, found time to attend the 
games and even to dictate stories 
of the games. 

WITHOUT INTERRUPTION 

Reorganization in 1901 has seen 
the league continue without inter- 
ruption. 

It was in 1901 that the name of 


the organization was changed | | 


from the Southern league to the 
Southern association. 

May 29, 1885, the first no-hit 
game was registered in the South- 
ern league. A left-hander by the 
name of Parsons, doing duty for’ 
the Birmingham club, shut out 
Augusta without a hit or run. He 
pitched a perfect game so far as 
he was concerned, but his team- 
mates made two errors. 

June 25, 1885, Memphis and Co- 
lumbus played the first double- 
header ever recorded in the 
Southern league, for on that dzte 
these teams played two games in 
an afternoon. Masran pitched the 
two games for Memphis and al- 
lowed but one hit in the first 
game. The fact that these games 
were of but seven-inning duration 
takes away the credit of being the 
first double-header ever played. 


RECORD STRIKEOUTS. 


The record for a season's strixe- 
outs in the Southern league or as- 
sociation was made in 1885, 
when Tom Ramsey, pitching for 
the Chattanooga club, fanned 454 
batsmen in 47 games. Ed Knuff, 
pitching for Memphis in _ 1886, 
struck out 390 in 39 games, an 
average of 10 a game.

1910, the Crackers and Mobile

“Fast? Well, 32 minutes after 
it started the last man was out in 
the ninth inning.” 

The Crackers and Mobile played 
a full game here on September 
17, 1910, with the invaders win- 
ning, 2 to 1, It was played in the 
exceedingly rapid time of 32 min- 
utes.

remarkable was 


possible by the two teams going 


on the field and coming in to bat 
on the run. Invariably the first 
ball delivered to each batter was 
struck at, and usually hit, without 
an effort to place it.

There 
were four stolen bases, one sacri- 
fice hit and one wild pitch, three 
doubles, one triple, and one dou- 
ble play.
